Pettis county, which has 
done

balance of $30,000, under the provis­ 
ions of a law passed by 
the

Locks of every imaginable kind 
have been Invented, but there Is now 
on the market a keyless door lock 
that is rapidly taking the place of 
tho lock of the old style. Harper's 
Weekly notes. 
These keyless looks do not appear, 
at a glance, to differ greatly from th# 
ordinary lock. 
They have a fancy 
plate and a kno^ and they can ha 
placed on any door. 
Instead of th# 
key and keyhole, however, there Is a 
particular ^bit of mechanism beneath 
the knob, with four to six little levers, 
which can be pressed or raised to un­ 
lock the door. 
The owner or person 
who has a right to enter- can he given 
the combination and the lifting of one 
or more cf these little levers, one or 
more times, just as may be arranged,

An attack Upon the validity of the 
2-cent fare laws in Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois may be made 
by 
railroads 
connected with the Central Passenger 
association, if plans now under con­ 
sideration are carried out. 
A meeting was held 
in 
Chicago 
Monday for the purpose of outlining 
plans to tabulate a large amount of 
data bearing on the subject of car­ 
rying passengers at the rate of 2 
cents a mile. 
As soon as the infor­ 
mation has been compiled it will be 
turned over to a committee of law­ 
yers representing the different roads, 
who will formulate a report on the 
advisability of bringing legal proceed­ 
ings and the scope of the same. 
The plan of the Central Passenger 
association roads is in line with a 
general attack upon the 2-cent rule 
In 
various 
states 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Several weeks ago a number of rail­ 
heads took up with the Interstate 
''ommerce commission the question 
of the effect of 2-cent laws on Inter 
state 
fares, 
the 
suggestion being 
made that the long and short haul 
clause would compel carriers In many 
^stances to lower 
their 
interstate 
fares to the level of intrastate rates. 
The commission decided to postpone 
thd enforcement of any such rules 
until May, 1912. 
It was generally understood that 
the postponement was taken in order 
fo give the roads an opportunity to 
test the 2-cent regulations in Ohio and 
other states.
